Chinese government has lodged 
a strong protest to the govern- 
ment of the United States," 
Chinese spokesman James Wei 
said after the session. 


The Nixon journey is expected 


to have an impact on the 1972 
presidential campaign in the 
United States and may have an 
influence on the search for a 
negotiated peace in Vietnam. 


Now it is more widely 


assumed than ever that the 
Nixon administration will not 
challenge the bid this fall for 
admission of mainland China, to 
the United Nations. 


In fact, the chief executive's 


reference to "normalization of 
relations" seemed to suggest 
that his visit to Peking will be 
climaxed by establishment of 
full diplomatic relations bet- 
ween the United States and the 
Communist government which 
took over mainland China 22 
years ago.

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It's Facts We Need 


How far and into what undreamed of crannies we may have to 


search to track down harmful pollution is illustrated by in- 
vestigation of waterfowl deaths attributed to lead poisoning. The 
National Science Foundation in Washington, D. C., has reported 
that tens of thousands of ducks and geese die every year from lead 
poisoning, and that the blame is laid on spent shot collecting in the 
bottom of ponds over which they are hunted. 


If it is the shot in the lake that is killing the waterfowl, though, 


it seems doubtful that it is a direct result of their eating the pellets. 
Not all the dead ones show any evidence of having eaten any, and 
shot turns up in the gizzards of a lot of birds that don't appear to be 
poisoned. It has been found, toe, that mallards, which are surface 
feeders, have been more affected with lead poisoning than bottom 
feeding ducks. 


In an attempt to track down these puzzling features, a 


University of Montana botanist, Mark J. Behan, is conducting 
research to determine whether the poisoning may reach the birds 
through the food chain. He sees the possibility that lead may be 
absorbed by plants on which they feed. 


Of course, he admits, it may not be the shot at all. The lead may 


come from some other source altogether. It may be some un- 
suspected form of industrial pollution. It seems certain, though. 
that it is not a natural phenomenon. The ducks and geese weren't 
dying that way in years past. 


On the assumption tnat it is the lead pellets, a search has been 


started for substitutes for lead in manufacturing shot. Perhaps it is 
well to do some investigating in that direction. Maybe there will be 
benefits other than saving the waterfowl. But there as in all oth- 
er cases of pollution and suspected pollution, the principal effort 
should be placed on finding out as quickly and accurately as 
possible. To ban use of lead shot, for instance, until it is known that 
lead shot is causing the trouble, would hardly be justified. 


On the other hand, though, just to go on in heedless fashion, 


putting less than effective effort in the search for the trouble would 
not be justified, either. So it is in the whole pollution problem. In 
every case, the facts are needed. Then the cost of alleviating the 
situation must be figured against the cost of doing nothing. Often 
there are pressures from both sides, and there are both the dangers 
of letting things ride because change will damage established in- 
terests, and of moving without sufficient knowledge in response to 
public clamor. 


It's a time to be cool, but persistent and alert.

As he told my associate Brit 


Hume, "You have people's 
careers in your hands and to do 
an objective job, you need 
access. If you didn't have 


confidentiality, you wouldn't 
have access." 


The following subjects are 


included among the dozen or so 
reports: 


TICKLISH TOPICS 


U. S. Operations in Laos, 1959- 


61; several studies of the Cuban 
Crisis; the Berlin Crisis; the 
Dominician emergency of 1965; 
the upheaval in the Congo in 
1960; the U. S. intervention in 
Lebanon in 1958; the Quemoy- 
Matsu episode between 1958 and 
1960 and the Suez crisis of 1956. 


Recently, one of this series of 


studies was made available to 
Congress. This is the report on 
the Gulf of Tonkin episode which 
was sent to Capitol Hill along 
with the full Vietnam War study. 


However, there has been no 


public indication until now that 
this report was anything other 
than a special study rather than 
part of a series. 


Moreover, Daniel Ellsberg, 


the man who says he leaked the 
Vietnam study to newspapers, 
said here last week that the 
Joint Chiefs tried frantically to 
keep the Tonkin study from 
former 
Defense Secretary 


Robert McNamara because it 
contained transcriptions of his 
phone conservations with the 
military command. 


What's more, one of our 


sources said he was told by a 
member of the Joint Chiefs that 
if word of the existence of the 
studies ever got out, they would 


immediately be burned to 
prevent their 
embarrassing 


contents from becoming known. 


While this might seem im- 


plausible, our source said he had 
no doubt of this general's sin- 
cerity. 


He pointed out, however, that 


most of the embarrassing detail 
was included in appendixes 
apart from the main body of the 
text. He said these could easily 
be held back even if the meat of 
the material were made public. 


SECRET SANTAYANA 


The Pentagon's rules for 


classifying documents are only 
crazy to the non-military mind. 
For example, in the personnel 
file of an Air Force scientist 
named Ken Cook, who was 
retired for dubious grounds, 
there is a sheaf marked "For 
Official Use Only, Confidential 
Handling Required." 


One of these highly secret 


documents is a quotation from 
Spanish philosopher George 
Santayana which has been 
printed around the world. Cook 
had sent it to his boss. 


The printed quotation which 


the Pentagon sought to classify 
out of existence reads, "Those 
who cannot remember the past 
are condemned to repeat it." 


The security stamp would be 


merely ridiculous if it were not 
also symbolic. For Santayana, a 
great modern philosopher, had 
many of his books banned by 
totalitarian regimes.

Deal Allen for 10 years was an 


Episcopal 
minister 
on 


Manhattan's shabby lower East 
Side where he mixed robust 
worship, drama, art, jailtime, 
marches and battling for social 
and racial justice. Of his shift to 
the academic world, he says: 


"It's where the hurt and need 


has intensified. Students have 
fallen into a terrible despair. It 
just wells up in them. They're 
crying out for something, for 


gentleness and compassion. But 
they see only horrors. 


"So they're giving up, cutting 


out. That's why the campuses 
have been so quiet this year. It's 
a frightening thing for the future 
of the kids and the future of the 
country." 


A bearded, vigorous priest of 


43, Dean Allen took up his post 
July 1, as director of Berkeley 
Center, a center 
for ex- 


perimentation in the training of 
ministers for the church. 


It was created out of a new 


affiliation between Yale and 
i-"-eley Divinity School, of 
wMch he remains dean. 


His new book, "This Time, 


This Place," published by 
Bobbs-Merrill, is a moving, 
perceptive commentary on faith 
under fire of modern challenges 
to it. 


"We are a nation afraid 


. . . that in giving others a 
share in freedom we will lose it, 


as if there were not enough 
freedom to go around," he 
writes of the civil rights struggle 
of blacks in which he twice went 
to jail. 


But he maintains that social 


involvement demands prayer 
that the two are interdependent. 


As 
an 
educational 
ad- 


ministrator, Dean Allen, a 
World War II Army officer and 
magazine writer before entering 
the ministry, said that "if there 
ever was a time in history for 
understanding the meaning of 
the Cross, this is it." 


Noting that Jesus, in the 


defeat of the Crucifixion, ac- 
tually was victorious, he added: 


"Maybe it's time for with- 


drawal, for a moratorium. If 
we've totally given up, we may 
be ready for triumph. At least 
faith means being able to live in 
the midst of squallor and still 
find beauty, meaning and 
purpose.

Assessor-Tax Collector who also 
held the view that the timber 
should be taxed. Incidentally my 
opinion is that the voters made a 
good choice and selected the 
right man for the Assessor's 
Office. 


However there are some 


people who don't believe in the 
will of the Voters and this brings 
to my mind an article in the Red 
Bluff Daily News that Mr. 
Farmer, the unsuccessful Tax-

"Play me or trade me," said Bob Grim to superior Jim Finks 


after the completion of last season. 


Grim, the well-known home-grown boy who made good, and 


Finks, the colorful general manager of the Minnesota Vikings, 
came to terms for this year with no problems or even promises. 


"It was more of a good-natured hint," smiled the former Oregon 


State star during an interview earlier in the year. 


Finks knows that like most players, Grim is happiest on the 


field, grumpiest on the bench. 


Grim knows, particularly after the Joe Kapp departure, that 


Finks has had it up to his ears with contract disputes. 


Finks confirmed it yesterday in an Associated Press story in 


which he made a point this corner wholeheartedly concurs: 
"It's getting where the fans have to be just bored to death with 
retirements, pensions, grievances and complications. . .in sports." 


"I'd rather just concentrate our efforts on playing football and 


playing winning football with the players we have," added Finks. 


Grim, who will be beginning his fifth year in a Viking uniform, 


has been highly thought of by the Vike management. 


Of course Bob didn't say so, but for a club to stick with him 


through a series of injuries that rivals a Mickey Mantle, you know 
they've got to believe in his ability. 


Grim's career has been a gleaming example of dedication and 


determination. 


Small by pro standards at 6 foot, 188 pounds, and with small 


hands for pass catching duties, Grim counts as the key to suc- 
ceeding at any position in the pros to speed. 


"Without that quick first step you're dead," he said. 
Looking back, Grim says that he has been amazed he made it 


with the world's toughest gridders. Those who know him aren't as 
surprised. 


Grim said he couldn't believe it when he received a scholarship 


to Oregon State. He attributes the late George Growney Sr., for 
helping to make that possible. 


Coach Bob Grant counts Gene Washington, Grim and John 


Henderson as his top outside receivers, but he makes no secrets 
that he is not 100 per cent satisfied. 


"Playing with only three is risky," said Grant. "And defenses 


are keying on Washington as a deep threat," said the head man 
from the Mancato State training camp. 


Grim, who got off to a fast start before a knee injury knocked 


him down last year, ended the season as the third best Viking 
receiver with 23 catches and 287 yards. 


With Washington's job apparently secured, Grim will have to 


fight it out with Henderson again, and with two other highly-rated 
performers. 


Al Benson, the Denver Broncos' top pass catcher is one, and 


rookie Eddie Hackett of Alcorn A&M the other. Hackett was con- 
sidered to be the prize nugget from the small college ranks in the 
draft this season. 


Says Grant: "We like to have five to choose from and not know 


which one to cut." 


Grant, who has won everything but the Super Bowl, is of the 


same opinion as Grim — that the Vikings are young but very good. 


Although Vikings scored 13 touchdowns less in 1970 than they 


did the year Kapp led the way, Grim expresses confidence in 
starting signal caller Gary Cuozzo. 


"He's a different kind of quarterback than Kapp," says Grim, 


"he likes to drop back, but he knows how to win and he has terrific 
physical ability." 


This year, Cuozzo's load will be relieved by the acquisition of 


Norm Snead, the 10-year- starter at Philadelphia. 


I asked Bob if the pro teams are well presented by the press. 
"We get real good coverage in Bloomington (Minneapolis-St. 


Paul), but in some towns like Detroit, L.A. and New York the 
reporting tends to be more critical." 


One of the most interesting stories told by Grim concerned the 


touchdown scored by Kapp then won the NFL playoff game against 
Cleveland several years ago. 


The much-filmed touchdown showed Joe taking a step to his 


right and then amazingly reversing direction and circling through 
a hole from about five yards out for the TD. 


"In actuality," said Grim, "It was a broken play Joe missed 


his handoff assignment and then just stumbled into the end zone."

Congressmen Advise Constituents 
To Stay Away From Washington 


By BILL KENNEDY 


Daily News Washington Bureau 


WASHINGTON — More and 


more members of Congress are 
advising their constituents to 
stay away from the nation's 
capital because they risk win- 
ding up as victims of violent 
crime. 


"I don't like telling my people 


not to visit here, but it is just 
unsafe," one congressman said. 


Another commented that in 


May each year, his office mails 
out instructions to people "back 
home" who plan to visit 
Washington, D.C., including 
"do's" and "don't's." 


Some of the "don't's": 
—Don't venture outside your 


hotel at night, even in the early 
evening hours; don't walk alone 


or even in groups of two's and 
three's in the parks, particularly 
after dark; stay out of the more 
seedy 
neighborhoods 
and 


business sections, even in 
daylight; don't wander around 
the Capitol grounds after sunset. 


In spite of the high crime and 


the warnings about personal 
safety, Americans still flock to 
the national capitol by the 
millions each summer. 


One senator who has been in 


office more than 20 years said he 
could remember "not too long 
ago" when it was safe for a 
person to walk about the city. 
Another said the high crime 
here has set back the cause of 
civil rights and integration. 


Washington is a city of about 


750,000 persons, 71 per cent of 


whom are black. The influx 
came after World War II, much 
of it from the South. Whites have 
moved to surrounding suburbs 
so that today, the District's 
schools are about 95 per cent 
black.

The first story tells of the 15- 


year-old girl and her 16-year-old 
boyfriend being accosted by

The police report states, 


"Several more men were 
waiting there and were joined by 
about a dozen others." 


The second story relates how 


five men broke into a Cpaitol 
Hill apartment and raped two 
coeds as a young male tenant 
was forced at gunpoint to lie on 
the floor. 


The story of the slaying tells 


how a 41-year-old Navy man 
admonished a driver for "tail- 
gating" and cutting in front of 
him. The other driver pulled a 
gun and killed both the Navy 
man and his 19-year-old son — at 
a fairly busy intersection. 


Another recent story relates 


that a 9-year-old boy was 
visiting a local university (in 
daytime) with his parents, and 
left them to go to the restroom. 
While there, an adult male 
forced the boy to lie on the floor 
and committed sodomy on him. 


Still another recent story tells 


that a brother and sister in their 
teens were walking in a 
downtown park early one 
evening, were set upon by a 
group of five young men who 
raped the girl and committed 
sodomy on the youth. 


The 
above-mentioned 


"Diary" story tells about a man, 
killed by police, revealing in his 
diary (found in his room) how he 
raped 29 women in Washington 
between January, 1970, and last 
June.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The

Service

August 5 tentatively has been 


set for the lottery to determine 
the order in which young men 
will be drafted into the Army in 
1972. 


Originally scheduled for July 


1, the lottery was postponed 
after House-Senate conferees 
deadlocked over legislation to 
extend the draft act two years.

have been cut in the Los Angeles 
area, affecting about 1,500 
customers. In the San Francsco 
area some 2,700 subscribers 
were affected by cable cuts. 


In each case, emergency 


crews worked to repair the 
damage and most service was 
quickly restored. 


In Yonkers, N. Y., a phone 


company supervisor was beaten 
and slightly injured while 
performing emergency repairs.

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Visit To Holy Land Remains As 
Memorable Trip For Alice Jones

The enthusiasm with which 


Mrs. 
Sterling (Alice) Jones 


speaks about her tour of the 
Holy Land would surely send 
even an unbeliever to the 
nearest travel agency. 


"It was seeing the Bible come 


to life," she animatedly said, 
"all the places we had read 
about and talked about. And it 
was particularly exciting when 
we'd come to an excavation and 
there would be the site of a 
familiar name. Many of the 
roads that we traveled were the 
same as in biblical times. That 
was an odd sensation." 


Mrs. Jones, who is very active 


in the First Baptist Church and 
has taught Sunday School 
classes, had the background to 
make the tour especially 
meaningful. 


Her enthusiasm was equally 


divided between the trip itself 
and the group of 30 persons on 
the trip. "Everyone was so 
compatible that even our guide 
commented on it. In a large 
group there is usually one 
person who adds a dissenting 
tone, but everyone," she em- 
phasized, "couldn't have been 
more friendly and considerate of 
each other." 


The group flew to Tel Aviv, the 


only air field in Israel, where 
they boarded the bus for their 
tour, which began in Jerusalem. 
Following four days here, they 
headed north to Tiberias, then 
on to the coast along the Sharon 
Valley and inland again. The 
empty tomb, the Garden of 
Gethsemane, 
Bethany, 


Nazareth, the well in the Val- 
ley of Dothan where Joseph's 


brothers had left him, the Dead 
Sea 1,300 feet below sea level, 
the Judean Desert surprisingly 
full of sea shells, and the Sea of 
Galilee were some of the places 
visited. 


"We saw a beautiful green 


valley, very beautiful and green, 
and we were told that this was 
where the Battle of Armageddon 
would be fought." 


"We visited the site where the 


Dead Sea Scrolls were found," 
she continued. "The original 
scrolls are safely put away 
somewhere, but we viewed the 
copy of one which was made for 
display purposes." 


"Two scenes looked as though 


they hadn't changed at all. One 
was coming upon a Bedouin 
camp near Beer-sheba. The 
tents and their way of life 
seemed like a page from the 
Bible. 
Education 
for 
the 


youngsters is beginning to make 
a change but not that discernible 
yet. In Samaria, we saw them 
gleaning in the fields and then 
loading the donkeys, another 
picture from biblical times." 


An unexpected 
and un- 


forgettable experience, among 
many, was being baptized in the 
River Jordan. 


The group visited a kibbutz, a 


collective farm which had been 
begun in 1934-36 and numbered 
about 2,000 persons. "The people 
have their own homes but eat in 
a communal dining hall." 


In speaking of the modern 


country, she said that when 
Israel became a nation in 1948, 
the people planted 23 million 
trees, a majority of them 
cypress. The many products 
being grown on the farms in- 


cluded watermelon, avocado, 
melons, tomatoes, cucumbers, 
egg plants and oranges. "Of 
course, we saw many olive 
trees." 


"People had asked me before 


I left if I wasn't afraid to go over 
there with the current situation, 
but there was no evidence of 
warfare or hostility where we 
went. The Arabs and Jews 
whom we saw were living very 
peacefully. One person there 
told us it would be simpler 'if 
politicians would just leave us 
alone.' " 


Before leaving, their guide 


asked if they wanted to see the 
empty tomb again and the 
group, answering "yes" made a 
side trip of 400 miles for that 
purpose. 


From Tel Aviv, they flew to 


Athens, then to Rome and 
London, where they left for 
home. "We should have visited 
these cities first, because they 
seemed anti-climactic after 
visiting the Holy Land." 


While in London, Mrs. Jones 


had dinner and a long visit with 
Robert Poore, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert Poore of Red Bluff, 
who is stationed there. 


Many of the persons taking the 


tour were known to Mrs Jones 
and included the Rev. and Mrs. 
Leland Whitaker of Corning and 
Mr. and Mrs. Dick Tandy of 
Redding, son and daughter-in- 
law of the Clyde Tandys of Red 
Bluff. 


The tour was headed by Sam 


Kleinsasser, whom Mrs. Jones 
has known for many years, and 
who pastored Baptist churches 
for 20 years in California and 
Oregon 
before 
turning to 


evangelical work.

The lady of the house might 


match her refurbishing skills to 
those of the family do-it- 
yourselfer. 


For 
example, 
she 
can 


rejuvenate a bathroom in a day 
using her seamstress skills, bed 
sheets and tape. There is 
nothing to saw, hammer or drill, 
Sheets go on windows, walls, 
ceilings, shower and basin area 
and they might even hide some 
wall blemishes. Best of all, they 
can be removed easily, washed 
and put back in place. 


Here's how one bathroom was 


designed using permanent press 
cotton sheets. A lively pink, red, 
violet and green on a bright 
white background was used with 
a sheet pattern in a stripe of a 
contrasting color for a charming 
effect. Here's how: 


Walls and ceilings: Cut off the 


solid color hems of three queen 
size sheets (90 by 115). Measure 
wall and ceiling dimensions and 
cut sheet allowing one and V4 
inches to fold under raw edges. 
If sheets need to be sewed 
together, match the pattern 
carefully. You can turn in the 
1V4 inch hem and hem it to 1% or 
2-inch heavy duty double-face 
tape (that will stick to the wall.) 
Some people may prefer to press 
tape to the wall or ceiling and 
then press the sheet to the tape. 
Follow directions given with the 
tape used. Hemming the sheet 
provides a firm hold and sharp 
edges at corners. 


Shower 
curtain: 
Use a 


Queensize sheet of the floral 
pattern. Put a hem at the bottom 
of the sheet. You can make holes 
for the curtain rings by using a 
grommet kit that may be pur- 
chased at local hardware stores. 
Hang the curtain over the 
plastic liner. 


Window shade: Use a single

Picture Of Killer 
Brings Many Calls 


AUBURN 
(AP) 
— 
In- 


vestigators today probed for 
dues in a flood of telephoned 
reports unleased by a composite 
picture of its suspected middle- 
aged killer of two persons at a 
lonely Sierra foothills cam- 
pground. 


Sheriff's deputies in adjoining 


Placer and Nevada counties 


kept busy running down the calls 
— usually a description and 
location of a suspect — set off by 
release of the picture Thursday. 


"We've had 12 calls an hour 


from throughout the country," a 
Placer County sheriff's deputy 
said. "We check them all out but 
so far we've found nothing." 


Berry Harvester 
Can Do Work 
Of 40 Pickers 


DENAIR (AP)— A proto-type 


harvester that can do the work 
of 40 pickers is expected to pump 
new life into the rapidly 
declining boysenberry industry 
in California. 


The harvester is the result of 


three years of research and two 
seasons of testing by University 
of California at Davis engineers. 
The program was sponsored by 
the Bush Berry Advisory Board, 
and the machine was tested on 
the Carl Muller boysenberry 
farm near this Stanislaus 
County town. 


Muller, who is chairman of the 


advisory board, estimated after 
final tests last week that the 
machine and its two-to-three 
man crews outperforms 40 farm 
workers over a 12-hour period. 
He said it could eliminate the 
need for 140 hand pickers during 
a season's harvest. 


"This certainly puts us in a 


better postiion in the trade since 
boysenberries are the last of the 
•pie fruits' to be picked by 
machine," he said. 


He noted there are less than 


500 acres of boysenberries left in 
California, while only a decade 
ago there were 1,500 acres in 
Stanislaus County alone. He 
attributed 
the decline to 


marketing problems and the 
uncertainty of securing skilled 
picking crews. 


"The harvester is perfected to 


the point of feasibility," he Dr. 
Pictiaw Chen, one of its 
developers. "The next step from 
here is to have a manufacturer 
pick it up and put it in com- 
mercial production." 


He estimated the machine's 


final cost will be in the $20,000- 
$30,000 range. 


Chen said the 
machine 


selectively picked 1,000 pounds 
of ripe boysenberries an hour in 
the latest tests. He said it now 
can recover 70 per cent of the 
fruit that could be picked by 
hand , adding that minor ad- 
justments will boost its ef- 
ficiency considerably.
